=” Law, either before or after the Date hereof, to be diſpoſed of according to Law ; And this buc pre- 
judice of Purſuit againſt Delinquents, for the three Months preceeding,and in time coming, as is preſcribed by the AQs 
of Parliament and Council ; and do hereby ſtriatly Prohibit and Diſcharge all perſons whatſomever, either. by Colluſi. 
on, or otherwiſe to Import, or Trafficque within this Kingdom, concerning the Conveying, Vending, or Selling any 
foraign Woolen-Cloath, and others aforeſaid within the ſame, under the Pains and Penalties made there againſt ; De- / 
claring that if any of the Undertakers of the ſaid ManufaQory ſhall be found guilty aforeſaid, That they ſhall not only 


lole and amit their Priviledge of the ſaid Hanufatture, with all their Intereſt therein : but ſhall be arherwiſe raniſhe? 
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in three Months Adyertiſement, ſufficiently furniſh His Majeſt:es Officers and Souldiers, with Woolen-Cleath, of what 
Dy or Cotour ſhall be ordered, andat fucha rate as by them ſhall be agreed upon (the Council being to determine the 
rate, in Caſe of any diſcrepance betwixt them ) all further Importing of Exg/zſk;Qloath, for furriſhing, as ſaid is, is 
hereby Diſcharged; And in caſe they fail, che Council is to ſee them provid Has they ſhall think fit.; This being. 
but prejudice of puniſhing the ſaids Undertakers, if they fail herein, as ſhall be Determined by the Council. Andthe 
ſaids Lords Do hereby allow the ſaids Undertakers to purſue the Tranſgreſfors ie hae after the date hereof, before 
any [udge Competent ; and for defraying their Charge and Expences of Plea, allow them the benebt of the Atts of 
Parliament and Council, being the half of the value of the Seizure ; the other halfbeing to come in- to the King, ac- 
cording as ſhall be determined by the Judges: And for the Manufattures further Encouragement. The Lords do De- 
clare, that they will beevery manner of way concurring and affiſting to them, according to Law ; Andasa firſt proof 
of their Encouragement, Do hereby Diſcharge the wearing of all Woolen-Cloath, and Searge, :Sitk-Stockings and 
| Gloves, Silk and Worſted Stockings, and Worſted Stockings, except that which is Native, under the Pain and Penalty 
of five hundred Merks Scots Voney for each Tranſgreſſion; the Tranſgrefſors being to be puniſhed as ſaid is, and the 
Penalty to be applyed to the ſaid Manufacture, or ny other Informer,*equally betwixt the King and Them, as ſhall be 
Determined by the Judge ; The perſon or perſons challenged being alwiſe hereby obl:ged to Declare upon Oath, from 
whom they had any of the ſaids Prohibited Goods : And further Allow the wearing of all Native Wooten- Cloath, 
Searge, and others aforeſaid, conform to the Power given to the Council, by the late At of Parliament, of the thir- 
reerth day of May laſt by-paſt ; And Ordain all former Laws, and As of Parliament and ' Council, made in favours of 
ManufaCtures, for Encouragement of Trade, and Prohibiting the Importing of foraign Goods, to be put to'full and 
vigorous Execution, by the perſons reſpeCtively intruſted, ro that effeR, as they will anfwer, under the Pains 
and Penalties therein contained, Tt is always hereby Provided and Declared, That theſe Preſents are not to hinder, or 
Impede any perſon or perſons, to wear out the Cloaths, and others aforeſaid, already made by them, or the wearing 
out of made Cloaths, brought into this Kingdom, -and worn-by them, where the perſons have been a conſiderable 
time abroad, without incurring the Certification aforeſaid. Requiring hereby all Magiftrates, whether to Burgh or 
Land, to be concurring and afiſting to the ſaids Undertakers in the Premiſſes, as they will be anſwerable. And to 
the etfe&t all perſons concerned may have notice hereof, and know their hazard, if they fail in any part of the Premiſles, 
The ſaids-Lords. Ordains the Macers of Council, to paſs to the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, and- make publication here.
